A Pair of Class A Speedway Races Legislative Notebook Ascot Half-Mile 
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INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 4 — 
Cal Rayborn is the best road rac- 
er in the United States, Yvon Du 
Hamel is the best in Canada, 
both are two of the best in the 
world. This fact was proved last 
March at Daytona and last Sunday 
at Indianapolis Raceway Park. 

It was the fourth and fir^l AMA. Na- 
tional road race of the season and Cal 
Rayborn was the winner. Cal now has 
won five National titles, all pavement 
races, 

Rayborn and a surprising Bart Markel 
were the two heat race winners, In the 
43-lap final on the 2.6-mile-per-lap 
course, it was Rayborn in front from the 
start, DuHamel was off slow, somewhere 
between 15th and 20th. 


Big Battle For Second 


Gary Nixon, Markel and first year 
Expert Walt Fulton gave Rayborn the run 
in the early laps. All three took turys 
running second with Markel passing 
Rayborn at least twice in the firstfifteen 
laps. All the while DuHamel and his 
Yamaha 350 were on the move. 
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Fulton ran off the course on the ninth 
lap and was out of action for one full 
round before getting back into the fray. 
Nebraska's Denny Adler, who was being

Rayborn and his Daytona/Laconia win- 
ning Harley were now in front by a siz- 
able margin, about five seconds, when 
DuHamel moved into second place, Lap 
twenty-one and DuHamel had caught up 


and taken the lead byinchesastheriders , 


completed the lap. Rayborn stayed with 
the Canadian one more time around be- 
fore the flashy Frenchman pulled out the 
stops and led by six full seconds at the 
end of 26 laps. 


DuHamel Leads Until ... 


The lead for DuHamel stayed the same 
antil he came flying into the pits on the 
34th lap with ignition troubles, The Can- 
adian crew was unable to get the small- 
est machine in the field restarted and 
Rayborn again went back into the lead 
and one for this third National win 
this year, 

Nixon fell off the pace early in the race 
but hung onto second place and the Na- 


tional point lead by a narrow few points, 
Dan Haaby scored his best finish as an 
Expert in a National road race and wasa 
solid third. Fred Nix came from the back 
during the late laps to grab fourth with 
Fulton making up much ground to finish 
sixth behind Buddy Elmore. 

Art Baumann crashed in his heat race 
and did not run more than the first few 
laps in the final before pulling to the

STATE PARK DEPT. AND TRAIL 
BIKES 

Every person who is interested in the 
sport of motorcycle trail riding and who 
reads with interest the various things 
directed at him and his sport through 
legislative acts and the closing of public 
areas to his use should be happy to 
read the following. 

Because of the keen interest to supply 
â place where all recreational needs may 
be met the California State Park and 
Recreation Department have included in 
their plans for the Pt. Mugu Recreation 
area 400 acres to be developed as a 
motorcycle trail and camping site. 

The Conejo Trail Riders, & trail bike 
club in Thousand Oaks, and myself as 
their President, have been working 
closely with the Department in the initial 
planning of the area for the past year. 

Pye met with members of the staff on 
many different occasions and I wrote a 
report to Mr. William Penn Mott, the 
Director of the Park and Recreation 
Department. In it I discussed the various 
ideas that could be incorporated into a 
motorcycle ‘‘playground’’. Also included 
in that report were discussions on noise 
and erosion caused by motorcycles. 

In our most recent meeting with Mr. 


asked as a club to bring out our bikes 
equipped with sparkarrestors for a noise 
level test in the proposed riding area. 

The test was a success inasmuch that 
the bikes could not be heard in the main 
complex of the park, which was one of 
the concerns of the Department, Score 
one for our side. But there are bigger 
battles yet to be won, thus the reason 
for this letter. 

Let me give you some particulars on 
the overall park plan. The Pt, Mugu 
Recreation area, located adjacent to the 
coast in the southwest corner of Ventura 
Courity, is composed of some 6060acres. 
The terrain consists of rugged hills to a 


camping spots of all types including a 
group of sleeping cabins, There will be 
а large swimming pool, tennis courts, a 
large 18 hole golf course, a 50 room 
hotel, large free play areas and a com- 
plete shopping center, 

Within a portion of the hills surround- 
ing the valley they have included plans for 
a model airplane area, a rifle and pistol 
range, equestrian stable and riding 
trails, and our area, the motorcycle 
playground, As you can see, this is not 
just an ordinary park, but it is as the 
name implies, a total recreation area. 
Also, a great deal of the park will be 
preserved as a wilderness area and will 
be used exclusively for hikers, 

They also had our interests in mind 
when they planned 400 acres of hills for 
a motorcycle play and camping area, 
even though 400 acres is not really 
enough, nor is the proposed 50 camp 
sites. 

However, after having finally seen the 
area and having talked enough times to 
know what their concept of a motorcycle 
trail area is, I feel, although I don’t wish 
to throw cold water on the project, that 
it may be tax dollars spent not neces- 
sarily needlessly, but perhaps unwisely. 

I have been asked by the Park and 
Recreation Department to get a number 
of representatives from the various trail 
clubs in Southern California together for 
the purpose of discussion of the proposed 
motorcycle playground, 

I want to do that and I solicit your 


help,,.But before that.. meeting .with. the, , 


Department, I think it would be wise to

When the motorcycle playground is 
developed and used according to its in- 
tent and rules, it could then become a 
natural part of all future park planning. 
This is something we all have said 
should be done, and now it can be, IT'S

DIRT AND THE DIRT RIDER—Part I 


In areas such as the Panoche Hills in 
Middle California the Bureau of Land 
Management found itself squarely be- 
tween the new recreational needs of the 
cyclist and the traditional demands of 
the cattle and sheep men, In the desert 
debate rages as to the fragility of the 
land and the degree of destructiveness 
of the motorcycle., Fragile land is land 
which will not restore itself once itis 
disturbed by unusual forces, Sand dunes, 
for example, are fragile. The forest 
areas are closed much of the year be- 
cause of fire hazard. In other, more 
specialized areas, like wilderness areas 
and wildlife preserves, the conflicts are 
even more obvious. 

If this looks like an endless squeeze 
for the cyclist, it need not continue to 
be. There is much land which is not 
fragile, or dry tinder, or the special 
preserve of anyone, It has to be sorted 
out, And it will be. Meanwhile, we hàve 
our own work to do. First we have to 
learn our own needs. We must survey 
ourselves and our desires in order tobe 
able to present a logical request to the 
management agency, For example, the 
rock hound is basically the most des- 
tructive force of all because he takes 
away something which can never be re- 
placed, Yet the rock hounds have gained 
complete acceptance by careful continu- 
ing 


cooperation, 

At the moment there are no laws 
governing much of this problem, But 
there will be, And when they are passed 
we must be there. More important we 
must already have been there, We must 
already have made our case while tlie 
formula was being devised, 


Good Public Relations Needed 


This is going to take work and some 
good public relations, The agencies in 
charge are not basically hostile to the 
motorcyclist. They are a bitoverwhelm- 
ed and anxious for cooperation, In recent 
conferences with the BLM I found their 
attitude to be that the motorcyclist is a 
continuing part of the scene and methods 
will have to be devised to coexist with 
the other continuing parts of the scene, 
Ultimately this will probably be restric- 
tion of some land, opening of some 
which is presently inaccessible, and fees 
of some sort to cover the constant 
restoration of facilities, 

At the same time we may have to go 
out of our way to prove to other hobbiests 
that we do not endanger their rights, In 
spite of a recent article ina farm journal 
accusing cyclists of chasing sheep and 
stealing gas, the cyclists' image on the 
public land is not bad, So outstanding 
has been the behavior of live motorcycle 
riders (as contrasted with the movie 
variety) that commendations are fre- 
quently heaped upon them by the local 
citizens after a run, The National Parks 
Service reports the Hells Angels leave 
their campsites in very good condition. 
With recognition like that, how can 
we lose? 

Some outstanding accomplishments 
have been made by local dirt rider groups 
throughout the state. Some which could 
have been made have failed for lack of 
cooperation by those who never quite 
realized how much they had to gain, 
These valuable efforts coupled with ef- 
forts at state and national level to define 
our basic rights and obligations will get 
us the space we need, We are on the 
ground floor and we are going to stay 
there, ^ f S

In the heavy- 
weight division it’s Terry Dorsch (479) 
followed by Ben Fakkeldy with 450 points, 
Jim Hunter (446) comes next with John 
Rice fourth (425) and Tony Denius with 
326, In club points the Dirt Diggers are 
the leaders; they have 27 heavyweight 
club members riding, but we give a pat 
on the back to California Gophers Ben 
Fakkeldy. Almost singlehandedly he's 
holding his club in second position with 
855 compared to the Dirt Diggers’ 1615. 
Then it’s the Shamrocks (Terry Dorsch 
was one but isn’t any longer), then 
O.C.M,C., the Stumpjumpers and the 
Viewfinders, If the Viewfinders ever 
make a real concentrated effort, watch 
out! They are one heck of a big club but 
because of their individual member 
working commitments they can't always 
ride as much as they wish to, 

Before we end this column we would 
like to go on record about our opinion of 
those types who rode the Dirt Diggers 
scrambles in classes they didn’t belong 
in, Last week **Voices'' hada letter from 
an unhappy gentlemen who thought the 
D.D.’s didn’t care enough to do anything 
about the situation, but as we look at the 
results we find that more than one rider 
got busted for such conduct. 

The Dirt Diggers referee and other 
club officers decided that rather than 
make a public thing out ofittheriders in 
question would just get their lumps 
quietly. There was also another case of 
where a certainlightweightrider switch- 
ed bikes for the Main. Nothing was said 
publicly and other riders in that class 
didn't file a protest although the factre- 
mains that if that machine had finished 
the Main (it blew) the rider would have 
been told as he pulled into the pits,

SOUTH GATE, Cal., Aug. 4— The action 
was fast and furious Sunday night as the 
500cc fuel-burning Class A machines 
journeyed to Trojan Raceway for the first 
of their weekly Clàšs A shows on Sunday 
evening. The races are run under the 
rules and regulations of the Speedway 
Control Board, and the program isa true 
Speedway program, In this type program, 
18 riders qualify for the races, with two 
of them alternates and 16 included in the 
actual program, The 16 men ride £z 
series of 20 races, with each rider com- 
peting five times, and in these five events 
a rider will be pitted against every other 
rider at one time or another. 

According to their finish in each of 
these races, points are awarded with the 
winner getting three, second place two, 
and third place one, At the endof the 20- 
race program, the points are tallied up, 
and the high point men (the men with the 
fastest time races and the men with the 
fastest qualifying times) are moved up 
into a series of scratch and handicap 
races. They not only get paid a certain 
amount of money for each point they 
earn, but the top riders can move into 
the scratch and handicap races for a 
Shot at the rest of the purse. 


Point System Popular 


This system proved to be very popular 
with most of the contestants, For in- 
stance, as Lee Stumpenhaus pointed out, 
he won his first race, then unloaded in 
his second race, Still he was able to 
come back for his other three races, but 
had it beena progressive-style program,

PACOIMA, Cal., Aug. 3 — Once again, 
the scent of alcohol and castor oil filled 
the air as top Class A riders took to the 
Whiteman Stadium on Saturday night to 
do battle for a $1,400 purse. 

The excitement was quck to start and 
the first heat was all Jawa- mounted Jack 
O'Brien's as he powered ahead of second 
place man Rick Woods (JAP) to take a 
fairly easy win, The second heat found 
speedway newcomer Jim Nicholson 
(Eso), who is one of the crowd favorites 
with his spectacular sliding style, taking 
the lead right off the line, but as he 
came around the first lap, the dust still 
hanging in the air from the start made 
it hard to judge the corner and Jim spun 
out, bringing a groan from the fans as 
they realized he was eliminated for the 
evening. This left the lead open for Tim 
Harris (JAP), who took the win with 
Jim Ashworth (Jawa) second. 


Thrilling Heats 


The third heat race was a wild one as 
Steve Scott (JAP) and Bruce Haserot 
(Jawa) tangled in the second lap on the 
back straight and went down, causing a 
re-start which Haserot could not make, 
thus putting him out for the night. On the 


. restart, Stu Morley (JAP) took the lead 


and John Hateley was moving up when 
the fire went out in his JAP and sent him 
to the pits. Homer Knapp (JAP) spilled 
and Sonny Nutter (Jawa) finished in the 
second slot. The fourth heat was the 
fastest, as it found Sammy Tanner(JAP) 
and Jon Thomas (Jawa) fighting for the 
lead with the crowd on its feet cheering 
them all the way. Tanner took the 4-lap 
win in 59.4 seconds, 

The fifth heat was all Chuck Jones 
(JAP); he held the lead from start to 
finish, but in second slot was a duel be- 
tween Randy Ellis (JAP), outfor thefirst 
time and showing a lot of style, and Scott 
Wilson (NSU). They changed positions 
back and forth with Randy coming out on 
top. Wilson handles his NSU real wellon 
the track, but says he is looking for an- 
other ride since it is a little difficult to 
find parts for his double-knocker single, 
which is probably the only one in the 
country. The sixth heat had Don Hawley 
(JAP) in the lead with Elliott Schultz 
(JAP) running a close second after a 
sliding battle with John Carter (Jawa). 
Carter passed Elliott, but Schultz was 
able to take it back on the last lap. 

The first semi showed that Sammy

ability, He was in the second slot behind 9» 
Thomas and took over the lead on the 
last lap to win with a time of 59.4, the 
same as hie heat race time.

The first match race pitted veteran

MEMORIAL 


ENDURO

Mike Stewart, of Lee’s Camp in the 
Tillamook Burn Mountains of Oregon, 
was born January, 1947, in Portland, 
the first and only son of Ruth and Bill 
Stewart, At age fourteen Mike’s father

moved him, his mother, and sister, 
Kathy, to Lee’s Camp, and it was here, 
within the year, that Mike satastridehis 
first motorcycle, soloed it into the 
woods by himself. 

In the years that followed Mike learned 
many of the trails that criss-cross the 
vast, sprawling 145,000 acre Burn area 
while fire watching for the Forestry 
Service and on riding excursions with 
his dad. A Charter member of the famed 
King Mountain M,C. and Tillamook Burn- 
ers, Mike could handle his bike and out- 
ride the best of ‘em by his senior year 
in high school where he graduated June, 
1965, from Tillamook High, Embarking 
on a new career Mike joined the Navy in

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August of the same year and was being 
trained as an electronics mate. 

Then disaster struck, Shortly after his 
19th birthday, Melenoma cancer, of which 
there is no known cure, was discovered 
in this young man's body. 

Now it was just a matter of time, The 
Navy gave Mike orders of a new perma- 
nent duty station — Lee's Camp, Ore., 
and this is where he remained, among 
the picturesque mountains and silvery 
flowing streams he loved so well, until 
his passing, April 16, 1967, 

Thus it comes to pass thatinthis year, 
1968, we see the inauguration of what 
will probably become the most well- 
known enduro of the Pacific Northwest, 
always to be held in the beautiful Tilla- 
mook Burn Mountains in memory of 
Mike Stewart. 

This was your run Mike, this was 
your day. 

On June 22-23 over 200 riders com- 
peted in the first 200- mile Mike Stewart 
Memorial Enduro. It was Mike's dad, 
Bill Stewart, who did much of the initial 
leg to make this one of the biggest AMA 
enduro runs held in this part of the 
country, All proceeds from the event 
went to the American Cancer Society. 

Riders came from as far away as 
Southern California and Boise, Idaho, 
For some the area was new and quite 
strange. Many were not used to camping 
out in heavy rain (the first night), riding 
a hundred miles the next day, partying 
until 2 a.m. and finally riding a hundred 
miles the next day. For a certain few of 
the riders this turned out to be MORE 
than just any old 200- mile enduro, 

The entire event was the result of a 
cooperative effort on the part of four 
Portland area groups, namely Lobo, 
Hilltopper, Mt, Scott and King Mountain 
clubs, Each of these brushrider clubs 
took on a major share of the necessary 
work and did an outstanding job. 

With drizzling weather on the first day 
of the event, the first group of sixriders 
departed at 9 a.m. sharp on Saturday. 
Through the next five hours competitors 
were required to maintain average 
speeds ranging from 17.7 to 28.1 mph 
over gravel, tractor and access roads 
while allowing only a 15-minute gas and 
refreshment stop. (The averages may 
seem slow to those who have not actual- 
ly ridden in the Tillamook Burn area, 
but believe me, this area has so much 
“up and down” and ‘‘in and out’’ in the 
topography that it can be extremely 
tough, but it is fabulously scenic coun- 


try. 

One hill proved really rough for al- 
most everyone. It was a tractor road on 
the top end of a tall mountain that was 
steep and thoroughly cased with loose 
small rock. The approach was rough and 
twisted on about a 20% grade, I’ve never 
seen such a writhing mass of motor- 
cycle riders all fouled up on one slope in 
all my life, It was like looking intoa pan 
of worms. Those who made it up and 
over arrived at the gas and refreshment 
stop on top of the hogback ridge. 

With 50 miles still ahead, the course 
remained mostly on access and all- 
weather gravel roads, and faster riders, 
trying to make up precious time, were, 
really. whizzing along. Believe me, dur-

ing the initial day of this two-day event, 
average speeds over the first 100 miles 
were set fast enough thatvery fewriders 
had much time to fool around. For the 
hotshoes it was a lark, but for the duf- 
fers and novices they needed to work at it, 

At 8 p.m, about seven sky divers bailed 
out of two planes and landed in the mid- 
dle of one of the several compsite areas. 
This signaled the beginning of the eve- 
ning festivities, As the night wore on, 
the temporary 30’ plywood dance floor 
really got a workout. A large portable 
generator supplied ample power for the 
lights, and big speakers supplied the 
music — hot western and you name it, 
Refreshments flowed like wine and every- 
one seemed to have a good time. 


At 9 a.m. sharp on the last day riders 
were dispatched four abreastatone min- 
ute intervals, Everything was going real 
well with no rain, temperature just right 
and — away we go; 7.9 milesat22.4 mph. 
With the average speed a little slow and 
riding conditions so good most everyone 
was feeling fine,..until we hit the secret 
check, What a sobering thing to pull on 
an enduro rider. Off we went for another 
1-1/2 miles past the secret check and 
whammo — a big sign that says ‘‘Speed 
Change 21.0 mph for 10.6 miles’’. For 
many of the enduro riders who were not 
necessarily mathematically inclined this 
proved to be a Waterloo, The smartones 
who ride enduros without speedometers 
figured ‘‘Oh well, what the hell’’ and went. 
on their merry way. (It’s really surpris- 
ing how well this type of rider does at 
winning his share of the gold.) By the 
time we reached the first scheduled 
checkpoint, some of us were thoroughly 
confused, but this is, I suppose, as it 
should be in an enduro as big as this one, 
The balance of the run was quite easy 
with a couple of little didos here and 
there and a couple of creek crossings. 

After all was said and done it was felt 
that the run provided a great deal of 
interest, involvement and purpose for 
many riders, families and clubs. Al- 
though the amount of money turned over 
to the American Cancer Society this year 
was a little less than $600, everyone 
looks for proceeds at least three times 
greater next year. 

Our thanks must go out to all the vari- 
ous businesses and motorcycle shops for 
donating trophies and refreshments for 
the Saturday night dance; the General 
Analin Corp. for the printing of the many 
16x22" two-color posters used to ad- 
vertise the event; the Oregon State For- 
estry Dept., without whom this run would 
have been impossible; Diamond Lumber 
Co. of Tillamook, and well, we could go 
on forever, Just many thanks to any and 
all who helped make this first annual 
Mike Stewart Memorial Enduro what it 
was, 

Next year should be even better, Plans 
are in the making to run it one month 
earlier, using more of the hills, trails, 
and climbs, and also maybe an AMA 
National sanction, Time will tell. Mean- 
while we certainly hope they will again 
have that gal in the short shorts doing 
the checking, Really makes a guy want to 
get to, “ie next check, just knowing she 
might be there! ,

gon Sidewinders M.C. held their weekly 
Friday night races on Thursday this 
time, The date was set up one day to 
make room for the pre- National events 
at Castle Rock, Washington Friday. 

Action is held at the Sidewinders own 
track near Clackamas, a 1/5th-mile oval 
with an inside start and a finish line on 
the straight, The layout is unique in that 
the long straight sweeps uphill past turn 
#3 and reaches the summit about turn #4 
which is about forty to fifty feet higher 
than the pit area, The pit area is about 
four feet below the track level and 
quartered off with four-by-fours, 

The track itself is hard-packed dirt 
with a few dips here and there that keep 
the riders guessing. The club has their 
own water truck and make good tse of it 
to keep down the dust but not quite enough 
to make it muddy. However, ‘laying it 
down” in one of the corners is tricky 
and exciting to watch. 





From practice laps to thé Expert A 
Main the riders gave the spectators more 
than their money's worth. There were 
several hot-shoes on hand to spice the 
local action, Gary Nixon, National #1, 
Gary Davis, National #14 and Skip Va 
Leeuwen, National #59 were among the 
78 riders signed up for tonight’s run for 
a $900.00 purse and trophies. 

Practice started at 7:30 p.m. with an 
hour and a half of sun still left in the 
Oregon sky. This reporter found it hard 
to get used to a 9:30 p.m, sunset! 

Ray Celorie, club treasurer, starter 
and flagman was very cooperative and 
gave a quick rundown on how they run 
the track and conduct their races, All 
events are AMA sanctionedand under the 
capable hands and careful scrutiny of 
AMA Referee Mort Becker, 

Several riders, anxious for a fast 
start in practice, took healthy spills on 
turn #1 but nothing serious occurred, 
The Sidewinders had one ambulance in 
attendance in the pit area and a reserve 
ambulance standing by. 

After practice, everyone convened for 
a short riders' meeting, and a little be- 
fore 8 p.m, the events were underway 
with 4-lap heat races to determine who 
would go to the “B” Main, “A” Main 
and the Trophy Dash, 

On the first lap of the first Novice 
race, four riders out of eight starters 
went down on turn #1. This was a pre- 
view of what was to come, While they 
were regrouping for a restart, the offi- 
cials sent out the second Novice heat 
race. They waste no time here and keep 
the action moving at all times. 

Al of the heat races were very fast 
with most of the jockeying for position 
limited to the back of the pack. 

Trophy Dashes were run after the 
heats and went on schedule until the 
Expert Dash. This event had to be start- 
ed three times. Twice, pile-ups on the 
first turn caused a restart with Skip Van 
Leeuwen involved in the second pileup on 
turn 41. But he made a beautiful off-and- 
on-again recovery. No one was injured 
in either pile-up. 

Gary Davis, National 414 knew his way 
around the track and won hands down all 
the way for a beautiful trophy. 

In the Novice B Main, Tony Aiker 
(161q) wheeled his Suzuki outinfrontand 
stayed there all the way for first place 
money. Jim Nichols (90а) grabbed third 
position until the last lap when he got 
past Bill Jackson (163q) to take second 
with Jackson third, while Ed Herrman 
(53q) held his Honda for fourth place.
